WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—The United States, according to reports in official quarters here, dees not 
pose to feed Germany, nor will Germany's food supplies that may be required be sent from other Allied nations. — 

The plan for aiding the German people in the matter of food is now said to permit that nation t© pur- 
chase supplies from Argentina, the Allies releasing the necessary tonnage to carry the food. Simultaneously, 
agreement has heen reached to ease the blockade regulations so that neutrals can help feed Germany under 
absolute control and supervision of the Allied and United States governments,

This government appears to be & 
zood nucleve about which a future 
Russian government can be formed. 
It is a good beginning. with popular 
support and good intentions and 
principles. Whether it develope in- 
to a strong government depends 
greatly upon the Allied attitude af 
this time. The Allies can either 
make or break the Omek govern- 
ment. Within a few weeks the Al- 
lied decision should be known. 

FRENCH ARRIVE. 


While Afkzontieff was speaking in 
his schoolhouse, which is Russia's 
temporary White House at Omek, 
the streets were crowded With fully 
200,000 people witnessing’ the ar- 
rival of the French troops who 
march from the railway through the 
city following their leng journey 
from Viadivostok. The contrast be- 
tween Rusela, now stil) in a state of 
civil war, with Europe's weary war 
ended could not be more strikingly 
lliuetrated.

‘Thirdly, there are some reaction- 
ary elements which hate democracr 
and who are raising their heads in 
Europe and Russia. Only when the 
reactionary element see that this 
government haa the support of the 
free governments of Europe and 
America will these reactionaries be 
powerless. 
“Fourthly, the Bolsheviki finished 
the work of the Czar's regime in 
rulningand entirely destroying the 
economical life of the country. Be- 
fore this government can be in a 
position to re-establish economical 
life it must have supplies of cloth- 
ing, household necessities and am- 
muntion from the Allies. In this 
way tle Allies can help democratic 
Russia to endure.”

He was 
ja’ good-looking blond boy, with a 
disarming manner about him, and 
people did not take him seriously, 
although he had a long police rec- 
ord in Missouri, and was soon “in 
bad” with the local police. 

Before be'tng in town many days 
Forbes was wanted by the local po- 
lice for highway robbery, hold-ups 
and grand larceny. After that he was 
almost constantly in trouvle. BSubse- 
quentiy he was picked up on suspli- 
clon of having | been in on the Culver 
City job. 

After “his arrest for the Culver 
City job, Forbes was taken back to 
Rutier, Mo., where he was wanted 
on suspicion of having killed a man, 
but in some manner he managed to 
ercape from the authorities there, 
and he immediately resumed his ca- 
reer as an outlaw. 

MANY CRIMES. 

Forbes was born in the woods & 
Missouri twenty-one years ago, the 
son of a day laborer in a box fac- 
tory. He fell In at the age of 13 
with John Shead, a few years older, 
who is now serving a ninety-nine- 
year term in the Missouri peni- 
tentiary. Shead and Forbes stole 
‘from box care and rallroad ware-

Said to be Huge. 


Frederick W. Sterling, the last one 
wanted on a charge of using the 
mails to defraud in connection with 
the operations of the Domestic Util- 
ities Manufacturing Company, sur- 
ren to United States Marshal

Sterling was president of the Do- 
mestic Utilities Manufacturing Com- 
pany by the grace of Bdwin R. 
Crooker, who owned 24,997 of the 
26.000 shares of stock of the cor- 
poration, the other three being in 
the names of ware Harry J. 
Crooker and Capt. W. P. Ellis, fa- 
ther-in-law of Edwin R. Crooker. 
When the business collapsed in the 
fall of 1914, the one share of stock 
in the name of Sterling was returned 
to Crooker. 
Mr. Sterling is a Boston man and 
a certified accountant, and when the 
affaires of the Domestic Utilities Cem- 
pany became so large ~~ it could 
net be handled by Capt. W. P. El- 
lis, Sterling wes brought from San 
Francisco and installed as head of 
the concern. Before the orguniza- 
tien of the company, Edwin R. and 
Harry L. Crooker, cousins, were en- 
gazed in selling patent right. arti- 
cles invented by their fathers. Ed- 
win R. Crooker sold a gas burner in 
Oklahoma, and hed trouble with the 
government, it is said, but was ge 
quitted. 

DID LARG EWBUSINESS. 
The connection of Stgrling with 
the Crookers began with Ris employ - 
j ment by Edwin R, Crodker in San 
Francisco, in the Yall of 1913, 
book-keeper. It continued un nN 
year later, when the business fell 
te pieces: following a hearing in 
Washington before Postoffice De- 
partment officials on the right of 
the Domestic, Utilities Company to 
use the mails.

HE GERMAN FLEET. 

One of the penalties that Germany and 
Austria must pay for their piratical viola- 
tions of the laws of naval warfare is the 
loss of their ships of war. The greater 
portion of the German fleet is surren- 
dered to the Allies under the present 
armistice. Austria is bound to make a 
similar delivery, although the Austrian 
terms are not so stringent as those by 
which Germany is bound. Having taken 
Possession of that fleet, however, the Al- 
lies are faced by the perplexing question, 
“What shall we do with it?” A number of 
Suggestions have been offered, but none 
seems to provide an adequate solution. 

Germany's navy was second only to that 
of Great Britain. At the beginning of the 
year 1916 Germany was credited with 354 
vessels and a gross displacement of 1,222, 
175 tons. ' Those vessels are all constructed 
with a view to speed and destructive force. 
Few of them could be remodeled to advan- 
tage for use as merchant vessels. If arma- 
ment is to continue after the war these 
vessels would form a powerful adjunct to 
the navy of any country. The tonnage is 
less than half that of the British navy; but 
it is greater than the fleet of either the 


United States or France. The gross dis-. 


Placement of these fleets is about 1,900,000 
tons each. 

One suggestion, coming from a British 
source, is that the vessels of the German 
fleet shall be prorated among the Allied 
mations on the basis of the Joss of their 
War vessels during the war. Such an ar- 
rangement would give two-thirds of them 
to Great Britain and the remaining third 
would be divided among the United States, 
France and Italy; France getting more 
than the other two. But if a-plan for a 
reduction of armament is made a part of 
the peace treaty the countries receiving 
those vessels would not be able to use them. 

Ambitious proponents of a super-power 
created by the League of Nation to enforce 
the peace of the world are asking that the 
fleets of Germany and Austria be placed at 
the disposal of the supreme council, to be 
held for the purpose of enforcing its edicts. 
If such @ plan were followed, however, it 
would necessitate heavy contribution from
